This was an old plant which 
was expanded by the construction of 'three new buildings® Electricity was supplied 
by the SarCres power plant* Early in 1 9h7 s gas was piped to the foundry „

a machine shop* a small forge, & grinding shop for piston rings, a cylinder 
boring shop, a cogwheel section* a repair section, a tool-making shop* a 
bailer house* a transformer and pas distribution station, and three new builds 
ingSc The mechanical equipment consisted of Russian, G email and American
